At this rate of progress 
the rails are fctill 9e)iarated by live and a 
half miles, and t he connection cannot bo 
made beloie a v.'eik from .Sunday. ,Si.x cars 
of steel r.iiis, foniiing the last ahiimieut for 
the conipleliou of ttiu roiul, were tliipped 
from Spokane Tlmraday. The. landslide on 
Stewart's contract, near .Stevens city, 
haa ail been cleared away. There will 
be no formal ceremony attending the form- 
ing of the connection between the rails. 
The last rail will bu laid and the last spike 
driven just as tho rest havo been, without 
any fuss. It is expected, however, that tho 
point of connection will bo marked in some, 
manner for the benefit of public curioaity. 

The surface gang is only a few mllca be- 
hind tho tracklayers and advancing at about 
the same rate of speed. The company is 
not yet ready to- receive way traffic, as.

Hiicll's Slayer Not Tascott, 'Who Has Been 
Hunted For the Crime. 

CiilCACo, Jan. 2.— A morning paper has 
an intervieiv with Detective Dyer, who 
probably knows more than anybody else 
with regard to tho murder of A. J.' Snell, 

tho millionaire of this city. Tho interview 
grew out of the statement telegraphed from 
the West that ■]ulcs Heauvis, a miner 
recently from Alaska, declared that \V. I>. 
Tascott, for whoso arrest as Snell's nuirdcrer 
a big reward was at one time ofrcred, was 
there. Dyer declares that Tascott was not 
the murderer of .Sucll, but consented to acl 
the part of a scapegoat in order to shield 
the man who did, who is a prominent mail 
still in Chicago, and has spout a fortune in 
covering up tho crime. Dyer further de- 
clared that Beauvis knew Tascott in Chicago 
and therefore should know what ho is talk- 
ing about. He says the real murderer 
hired Tascott to. go with him to rob the 
Sneil residence ; that Snell hoard them and 
came down stairs, and that the man men- 
tioned killed hira.

I 1 At the suggestion of the Empress I'red- 
erlck, the British, Roumanian and Prussian 
royal families will give to the Prinoeaa Mary 
of Edinburgh as a wedding present a mo- 
rocco frame, enclosing a group of tho pic- 
lures of tho tlireo households. Queen 
Victoria's picture will be the centre piece. 
More than loO presents have already been 
received at the palace. Preparations for a 
brilliant celebration of the marriage are in 
progrcaa at SigniarintTcn. 

A parly of I'lvrnellitea at Kilriiah, County 
Clare, while celebrating Kow Year, started 
out and, as there were no police, rioted 
through the streets moat of tho iiiglit, aton- 
ing the honsea of auli-l'arnelliles, breaking 
windows, doing other damage and frighten- 
ing thu inmates by threatening them witli 
all aorta of violence. Among tlio houses at- 
tacked was a Workingmen'a club, Temper- 
ance hall, the residences of tho town com- 
misaiouers and others who have Ijecii acting 
as opponents of the I'arncllitea. A number 
of rioters were arrested to-day. 

Cholera has managed to keep ilself^ alive 
in Hamburg almost without intcrmiasion, 
and is continually spreading in isolated 
hamlets along the North sea coast in thu 
Netherlanda, and in French Flandera one 
tiny village has had 17 deaths in two days 
in this week. Before tho autumn frosta set 
in the peat had worked its way into two- 
thirds of the river systems of Europe and 
was jusf beginning serious ravages in 
Hungary, Poland and the Ukarine. It is a 
legitimate assumption that warm weather 
will see it burst forth simultaneously over a 
vast:.. area. England seems quite alone 
' aniotig the nations in not being afraid of 
this viaitation. No bne here is talking 
about quarantine or dwelling on chances of 
infection. There will be an overhauling of 
sowers, drains and dock-quarter slums aa 
soon us the froat goea, but uothirig more. 

A warrant has been isaued in Vienna for 
the arrest of lloederer, the pretended jour- 
nalist, accused of swindling John S. Berg- 
hoiin, an American, out of ^100,000. 

Dr. Liceaga, president of the Mexican 
board of health, in an interview said ihnl 
anti-cholera precautions had not reliixcd. 

The revelations of tiio Vr)rwaer!.-! are 
open to serious auspicimi, for it has been 
proved that signatures to Guelph_ fund re- 
ceipts have been forged. Still, "N'orv.-.'.crta 
has awakened public curiosity as to t hi! re- 
cipients of the fund, anil this is not to be 
easily lulled. (.)uly two of the rcceipta 
bear dates aul):seiiuenl, to ISi.im.Lrck's re-,ig- 
nation. Everybody it convinced that Cip- 
rivi could fraiddy state who were the re- 
cipients without compromising himaelf. 
The Gnclph fund was created by an act of 
February, I.SGS.in fidlilment of an agreement 
between King William and the dethroned 
King George, of lianover, by which the lat- 
ter was to receive an indenuuty of IG.DIJO,- 
000 thalers for the loss of hia sovereign 
rights, the capital to be retained in trust Ijy 
the Prussian government, and the interest 
to be paid in perpetuity to the heirs of tlie 
Brunswick -Luneburg family. Count liia- 
marck was obliged to use all his powers of 
persuasion to overcome the opposition 
among the Liberals to the grant, who ob- 
jected not oidy on account of the magnitude 
of the sum, but liocauso the -deposed king 
had not formally abdicated. By entering into 
the agreement, v.hich was brought about 
throtigh the medi itii.ii of the British Gov- 
ernuumt, Bi.smarek argued that the exiled 
niou.u-ch had "inli'nuir" reniiunccd hia 
claim to bis dominhiii.s. ^'et, a few day.s 
after the vote was granted, tiie blind king 
niado a iniblic fiiieech, in which his riiyid 
rights were vehemently as>:(rtid. 'J'he 
Covernment promptly impounded the iu- 
denuiily fund, v.hich proceeding was ap- 
proved by 1 he diet. The problem of what 
to do \vh\\ the accruing inli'teal was 
finally solved by placing it iit ihi' 
disposal of the Government a si ijiei 
.■•ervico fuiul, with tho unili r.-iianiling' 
that it Wiis to be u.-;ed in fruatrating tlu- i:i- 
triguos of the Guelph lactioii. " There is 
nothing of the spv in nic," said liisniarcl;, 
«'but 1 think we 'de.'ierve thanks if wc fol- 
low evil reptiles into their hiding place.i. to 
watch what they are doiuR." Hence the 
fund, which amounts to 1,300,000 mar ka 
annually, came to be known as the "n piile 
fund." The86 monies were suppoaed to 
have been used during, Bismarck s regime 
aa Chancellor in entertaining the .'^emi olli- 
cial organs, called snccringly " oUicious," 
which were in derision named tho " reptile 
press." These myaterious journals have 
been serviceable in working public opinion 
and feeling the way for the Chanoellor's de- 
signs, and were a stumbling blook to his 
political opponenla. 

Le l''igaro aaya that tho next batch of 
persons Kolected by tho Government for 
prosecution for complicity in the Panama 
affair includes four more mepibera of the 



Chamber of Deputica and cx-nunialcrs. Lc 
Figaro also says it is reported tluit M. Flo- 
ijtiot;, president of the Chamlier of Heputiea, 
will withdraw from rarliaiiient in cnuhc- 
f|uence of the connection of hi;; nanic with 
the scandal. 

Tho uuomploycd of Sowartaluis, in 
Ovorysael, Holland, held an outdoor tueet- 
ing on Monday. After liateiung to several 
anarchistic speoohes tliny began rioting. 
They visited all tho finest houses and 
smashed tho windows and stoned several 
residents of the town. When tho police 
approached the rioters attacked thcni with 
sticks and stones. A rioter was aliol deail 
by the police, at whom he aimed a carbine. 
Tho policemen were- beaten, into uncon- 
sciousness, and many rioters .wounded. 
About thirty rioters were arrosted.' Sindlar 
riots took place at Pekila and Sappcrnier. 
The police wore put to flight by the mob iu 
Sappermcr after six policemen were wound- 
ed. The military were colled out and 
charged the. mob, bub were repulsed, leav- 
ing behind a soldier, who was almost beaten 
to death. They, then opened fire. Two 
rioters were killed, fire others severely 
wouuded and many slightly wounded. 
Twenty men wore arrested. 

Fifteen hundred anarchists held a reunion 
at IJarceloua oh Monday evening to cele- 
brate Now Year's. There was much talk of 
the most incendiary description and several 
apcal;er:i, iucluiiisig the noted female leader, 
Thereaa t.'lareuniii'i , jirciicied a reign of 
bloodahed and terror ill Si)iiii during the 
year jn.1l openeil. T'lie.i'; iiieendiaiy nlti r- 
ances met udtb shouts of nioc-t eii i li n.^i iat ic 
approval, and a d wigenaei demo.'islrat i' in 
was only averle.! hy I lie I'luni-'el of cooler

made extraiirdiiiary )in ]i;ir ii imiK I'or t!ie 
po.':sibility of an uprising. Thu .Miidsti r of 
the liilei'iiir haa iiitclligi'iicc that aever.d 
hundred ilyii:iniil 1; carlridgea lia\e dis.ip- 
jie.U'eii from the mine.'; in the a.nith of Spain. 
The authorities continue to receive thuat- 
ening letters, both here and iu the provinces.

Tho serious character of the coal miners' 
strike in tho Saar district, has compelled 
the authorities to send four battalions of 
troops and a large force of gendarmes to the 
scene. Tho atrikera have increased in num- 
bers to 22,000. Many of them are armed 
and serious rioting ia reported at several 
places iu thu district. Many willinR to 
work were forced by tho strikers to (juit. 
Socialists and Anarchists arc behind tho 
movement. The Kaiser baa given orders 
thut rioting must be suppressed at any coat. 

KEVOLUTIOX.VllY ritOl'AGANUA. 

A .Secret rromniclaim'nto Finds I'ubllcation— 
Jlexlcaus Called to Arms. 

MoKTEREY, Mexico, Jan. 2.— -The Mexi- 
can government hiis secured poaitive evi- 
dence implicating L'Ull prominent Mexicans 
of the State of Tamaulipas, on the Texas 
frouticr, in the present revolutionary move- 
ment. Tho evidence is in tho shape of a 
aecrst prnnunciamento diatrihuteJ among 
thoae believed to be friendly to tho cause, 
wliicli ia ill brief aa follows: It charges 
Diiizandhia cabinet with exercising arbi- 
trary power for their private beiulit, after 
having demoralized the nation with their 
system of terroi-iani, suhiuilination and as- 
sassination, and that tlie integrity of the 
nation has been so compiondscd that the 
American congress haa appointed a deputy 
with sullicient fuuda for the purchase of 
Lower California, tho same as one would 
make a propoaitiou to buy a savage island 
in the ocean. Tho audacity and cynicism 
of President Diaz has been carried 
to such an cxtrenjo as to bring 
about his indefinite ro-elcction, wherefore 
ho is disowned and pronounced a traitor to 
his country. His secretary of state and the 
governors and military authorities who take 
up arma against the new movement, will bo 
considered traitors and punished accord- 
ingly. The Mexican nation is declared to 
be in a state of siege, and tho Mexicai) 
people are summoned to arma. Catarina 
Garz:k ia to be known as tho supreme chief 
ot tho army, though by reaaou of (;overn- 
meot persecution he will not appear at the 
head of the vanguard of the revolution for 
some time. Upon taking yio;.--eH^ion of the 
capitol of the reiuiblic, (lar/,a will call a 
gi^noral elec'ion fur a coustitutional con- 
vention, and when the revcdutinn h is been 
trium])hant and the new giivi. rnniei; t 
established, all the Irimii.ela In imiustry 
and commerce 'vill be r, moveil, and true 
sovereignty will be given to atales ami 
iiide[)eiideiice to iininieipaUtiesi; nillr.igc 
uhall be free, and there hhall be 1,1. re- 
election of )iri!aidenta. The proniiiiciaineiilo 
is aimied by I'rudevicio (lonzalei and I'.l'i 
olhela.

SELFGLORIFICA TION. 

Mayor Heaven's speech hial iiiglil was one 
of self gloritijiUion from beginning to end. 
Ho was the hero of his own tale. Alone ho 
did it. Hisliuanciul policy was tliepoliey of 
starvation. It would bo very easy for a 
Stan who had a foir siilary to boost that he 
had managed well and had done a good 
year's work if to bring about that rostilt Im 
had starved bis family and neglected to 
tiiaka tl.o improvements that were urgently 
retiuircd. The resulU of Mayor Heaven's 
policy of starvation will be seen next year 
and the year after, when it will rctjuiro 
large extr.i expenditure to make up for this 
year's neglect. 

It \vi..s .-.musing to those who know tlie 
true inwardness of the smallpox visitation 
to hear the Mayor take credit to himself for 
getting the disease ftnder control. His 
boasting on that subject must have re- 
tnicded them of the crow's rcm irk when one 
fine spring niirning he hciU'd ihe feiilheri d 
choir burst into song : " How sweetly \'. e 
birds sing, " said the seli-satisiied Liijukt r. 
It is well known that the smallpox :it- 
ituck was more than the Mayor cat hi 
iiiandle. He waa powerless to deal with it. 
If the citizens had to depend upon , 
Ibl-.iyor l!eaven to stamp out the disease, 
the loss and inconvenience, to say nothing 
of the mortality, would have been ten times 
greater than they were. Although "prod- 
ded " by his friends and urged and solicited 
by the citizens generally, he did literally 
nothing to stop the alarmin;; July outbroiik. 
It was not until after hours of urgent plead- 
ing by men of standing ami ini'.uenee thai 
be confjeiited to allow the temporary station 
to be erected on the hospital grounds, and 
Avhen he, after so much persuasion, did con- 
sent, the arrangements were made almost 
wholly indep'judenlly of him and the 
■Council. \\ hat hi' did do was to car)) 
and complain wlun the work of getting 
the disease under eontiol wai going on. 
He, indeed, to the very last, acted the part 
of an obstructive. And now he conies for- 
ward and claims credit for the whole work ! 
Our own conviction is that if the Mayor 
and tlie City Health 06Scer had been as 
energetic, aa watchful and as plucky, us 
they ought to have been in such a crisis, 
the smallpox visitation would not have coat 
the city one-tenth part of the expense that 
it did, aud the citizens would not have 
suffered one-hundredth part of the loss.

\Vc obser\'e that the llepublicau news- 
papers are beginniiig to accuse Mr. Cleve- 
land of being arbitrary and intolerant. 
They say that he has been spoiled by sue 
cess and that he has formed an inordinate 
cslimtile of his abilities ttnd his injporte.i.ee. 
He will ae;;t llie m. ii.l.i'rs C'f ids t.'i.liinel , 
t,]'.! y s..y, :iH if liiey v.ereso n.^.r.y clerks, and 
l:c \'. ill even attempt to die'tate to the Legis- 
lattirc. Of course they have no grounds for 
these acsusationa and prodiotious. They 
know that Mr. Cleveland has been won- 
derfully successful aud that he is oxeeoding- 
ly popula,-, and they have, therefore, come 
to the C!/;iclu.sion that he must liave grown 
ftelf-ivilied itnd sclf-inipori mt. Hut wo have 
a notion that they have mistaken their 
man. Mr. Cleveland is too big-minded a 
Btatesnmn to lose his head and to give himself 
Airs beciusci be has attained a high position 
with great d/ai. It is only little men who 
grow conceited and overbearing when they 



arc prosperous. The really ."great man 
is as unassuming mid ivj simple 
when b-3 is rich and powerful as he was 
when ho was poor and uuiulluential. Mr. 
Cleveland is a man of strong eense, and bo 
is also self-reliant. When the time comes 
ho will use the power which the people have 
placed in Ills hands firmly and vigorously. 
lUit he will do what lio lielievca to be his 
duty quietly aud without tho slightest tinge 
of oirenirivcuesB. ,,Ue was neyer a bully or a 
blusterer, and it is not likely ho willbocomo 
one now. Like till good administrators, he 
placed the utmost ccnilidencc iu the men 
whom lu! selected to serve under hitn, and 
ho interfered with them as little aa was pos- 
sible iu tho perforinunco of thoir dutiea, 
Whon ho was President before he did uot 
act the part of a " czir," and it is not 
likely that ho will do so now. Ho then 
took good care, as far aa was in hia power, 
that every man shouhl do Ids duty ; and 
thoio is no doubt tliat dtiring his coming 
term ho will be (juito aa vigilant aud quite 
aa exacting as ho was when tlie administra- 
tion of the affairs of tho country was before 
entrusted to hia c.\re. Thero are men who 
do not like to bo kept at work, aud wdio re- 
sent being rci|aireil to do well tind energeti- 
cally tlie duties th'-'y arc )iaid to perform. 
'L'o men of this class President Cleveland 
may appear to bo a tyrant. But the faith- 
ful and capable servants of tho people found 
him considerate and mindful of tlieir riijhts 
wdien be occupie j the preaidenti.d chi'.ir, and 
thoy will, no doubt, tind him so when he 
again takes his place in that seat. 

A FIERUt: A TTACK. 

\>c. Douglas, a very old and a highly re- 
spected ^Mothodiat minister, has given the 
world, through the columns of the Montreal 
Witness, hia estimate, of the oharaotor and 
policy of Sir John Thompson. The diatribe 
ia in the shape of an interview. Tho old 
gentlcn-aii ciui see nothing t[Ood in the I'ri.- 
mier of tho Dominion. It ia evident that 
his lieing a convert from Methodism to 
Komau C-itholicism ia iu hia eyes a crime cf 
the deepest dye. The fact that Sir John 
was once a Methodist and is now a Catholic 
blinds him to tho Premier's merits as a 
politician. Everything that he has done 
or can do is, in liis opinion, wrong. Ho 
piles on Sir .lobn'.s aheiilileis what he looks 
upon aa tlie political sins ai.d shortcomings 
of politicians of both parties, and holds him 
acconntable for a condition of things that 
he has had no lem e itdluenco in bringing 
abouL than he liad witli the la3t change of 
llietnooti. Dr. Dmigh'.s views the political 
lield from a sectarian standpoint, and 
looks at everything and everybody 
through sectarian spectacles. He denounces 
with u heartiness which is really refreshing 
tho Protestant clergymen who form their 
estimate of tlio Premier altogether apart 
from deiioniinational considerations. No 
iimius are ment ioiied, but we more than 
suspect hia donuiiciatiotis, which are very 
strong indeed, are chiefly directed against 
the Rev. Principal Grant. Dr. Grant 
measures our Canadian slatesmon according 
to a political standard, and he evidently 
considers that an long aa thej' arc ))oliiically 
wise nnd politically lioi.e,t lie has nothing 
to do with their religious opinions. It 
.■leems to us that Principal Grant's courtc is 
the proper ouu for every citizen, whether 
clergyman or layman, to take. If we com- 
mence to measure politicians with a denomi- 
national foot rule, where are we to stoji and 
what will .luch a way of furn.ing an esti- 
mate of public men lead to? Men would 
then clioiiso their rcpreaentativoB because 
they were good Methodists or Pres- 
byterians or Anglicans or Baptists 
or Universalists, and not because 
they were able men who possessed the 
(jualilicatioiis ncceaaary to do the state good 
service. Such a mode of choosing public 
servants would be a direct premium on 
hypocrisy, and a reign of cant would be in- 
augurated. Communities would be divided 
into factions, each hating the other and 
each striving which could secure the great- 
est nh.arc of tho public plunder. If Ihe 
electors acted on tho advice of loaders like 
Dr. Dongl.i.s, tiie (,'oiiicderation could not 
hold together live years. 

As a political manifesto, Dr. Douglas' in- 
terview — which we Bce has been reproduced 
by the 'J'oronto Mail — ia perfectly worth- 
less. If any large proportion of the people 
siitTertd llicinselvt ,, to be guidMl by ii it 
would |iioduci; nothing btll inisrliievous re- 
-sulta. Happily the strong ommoii sense of 
tho majority of the people of all douomina- 
tiona rejects tho advice of such counsellorp, 
and refuses to take the course they point out. 
Canadians know tiial people of all ways of 
t'liiiUing on religious subjects must liv.i 
t .;m ill.-; in this e lU'ilry and .dl t die a part 
iu the direction of public atl'aira. Thoy 
therefore in political matters act with the 
wideat tolerance, and in most places choose 
men to represent thom who tliey believe 
can servo them boat, without giving a 
thought to their religious belief. 'I'h, y llnd, 
t-Mi, that tli(M-e are able and Iione-st men in 
all denominations, and that men v/ho have 
public duties to perform very seldom in- 
dood show any denominational bias. Their 
intsrosb is to dojastioe to all ; and this, we be- 
lieve, is tho great object of all men placed 
in authority by the people, wlialovcr thcii- 
roligioua erecii;; may be. 

Dr. Douglas, then, and nitu like Dr. 
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Douglas, make a great iiiiatako when tliej' 
try to excite ilciionde.at ional jealom-y and to 
revive deuominational antipathies. 

NOT A HAPPY MAN. 

"If I wore only rich," many a inan 
thinks, "how happy would I be." It would 
no doubt be a great relief to be free from 
tho thousand aud one worries and sordid 
cares that tho want of money causes even to 
those who are moderately well <ilF. Hut it 
does not at all follow, if the man wc 
alluded to just now were i|iade Tich beyond 
the dreams of avarice, that ' lie would be 
happy or anything like ' bappyi ; It is not 
by any means certain that millionaires en- 
joy life more keenly or are in any respect 
happier than those ordinary luoitals who 
have to work hard and conatiuilly for a 
comparatively few dollais. Some of the 
millionaires who began life as poor nuui, 
when they had aniusaed riches looked 1 
almost with regret to the time when they 
were poor and had to work hard for very 
small wages. " Thoso weiu the hrppicat 
days of my lifo " more than one ol Lliem baa 
been know to say. Jay Gould, who was 
one of tho richest men of this century, 
or indeed any oeutury, was not 
by any means u happy man, An artist 
to whom he sat in London says Ihia of the 
millionaire in the D.iily Telegraph : 

Probably ,] ,iy (loiild never before or since 
my sittings alluue'l himself to be looked a' 
as 1 was oliliged to look at him for my 
p.iintiiig ; for I li.id him in stroiij; light 
\s liilM, 1 Wu-i in shadow. 'J'his order of 
positi.iii it -.v.'.s his study to reverse in lifo. 
i saw iiaiuful inipn ssioiis pass over his face 
aa of deep-seated I roubles, and ho had a 
troulded unhappy look. U<! never came to 
tho sittings without a detective following, 
him. ' 

There is good reason to believe that 
Gould's faco was to this artist tho index of 
his soul. Ho was not a happy man, ho was 
not even cheerful, though liu possessed in 
domestic life an amiability that endeared 
him to hia family and servants. But in tho 
outside world he was an Ishmaelite iudeed. 
In business hia hand was against 'every 
man and every man's band was against 
him. He waa perfectly well aware 
of the di.siike and suspicion with which 
he was regarded, and it is not likely that 
this conviction tended to nudio him a happy 
man. It was not often that ho spoke of 
himself and his feelinga oven to those who 
wore moat intimate with him, but in one of 
his voyages across the Atlantic he, to a cer- 
tain extent, unbosomod himself to a fellow- 
passenger. After speaking of the way in 
w hich he made his money, bo said : — 

"I am absolutely the most detested man 
living, and 1 am not surprised. There is 
not a man livin;; who would do me o good 
turn to save his own life. I cannot re- 
member ever having a good turn done to 
me, for I have had to .".hove down every 
man havelever m-. l. If 1 ilid nothate every 
man as cordially as every man hates me 
1 should be unhappy, and yet I suppose I am 
tho most miserable devil in the whole world. 
J,leu I havo never hoard of have gone 
iduiut with murder in their hearts, and I 
havo gone about lor years with men paid to 
])rotoet me. ' '1 h,: Spectator obaervea that 
"his excusts were tiej etl'ort of a nuin con- 
scious of wrong-doing aiul intending to per- 
sist in it, and yet uno.isily devising excuses 
to satisfy his mind." 

This is uot tho sort of man that tho hardest 
worked anil poorest paid biborcr in the 
country U'-cd envy. The poor man knows 
that he has tho good will of his neighbors, 
and he ulao feels perfectly safe both when 
he walte around and when he sits 
by his own fireside. - In these re- 
spects he is far better off than Jay Gould, 
the millionaire, and who can say that he 
does not get more nut iif life?

Views of Soi'.atoi- M ovffan and of Preai- 
deut Andrews of Brown 
University. 

England Will Always Bo an Enemy 
of Silver-TIiero Will Be 
Practical Eesulta, , 



WAsinNQTON City, Jan, 2.— The •cad of 
tho Monetary oonferonce, oven thottgh it 
wos fruitlcao, hns incrciisecl tlic interest in | 
tho silver (luestiou, insloiul of duv.inibliiiig 
it. Senator Morgiui suliiiiittcd to un inter- 
view to day, in wliicli ho expressed himself 
in liiB UBU'illy plaiu way ; 

"I see," ho said, "that tho dologatca

Hav- 
ing a practical monopoly of tho gold 
■of tho world, save that produced 
in our own country, regulating its 
production in Australia, in Afric.i, in 
Canada, and reaching out for tho minen of 
Venezuela, lixing the prices of every com- 
modity shipped to her by her own gold 
standard and maintaining the price of gold, 
England is an enemy to silver and always 
will be. Tho scheme of the lirussels con- 
ference to li-c an international ratio between 
gold and silver, was, to borrow a phrase from 
au ex-colleuL'iie, 'an irridescent ilreuiii ' 

" There iiT upon the continent of I'^uropc 
hut one considerable power which is not 
und('r England's domination, and tliat 
power is France. It is a nation of frugal, 
industrious producers, whoso governinenl 
has been wise enough to furnish them with 
a sound stable silver currency sulliciont for 
their needs. Tlierc lias never been any 
(piestion of its worth, and tlierc never will 
be. When the ISaring liroiher.-^ went under 
Iho biuilc of i'lngland had to borrow ironey 
from the bank of France, which 'las [ileuty 
to lend. 

"I do not wish to say anytliing harsh 
about any one, but I have not been con- 
vinced that the IJrussela conference wag in- 
tended to amount to anylhin:,'. It looks 
suspiciously like a move to delay the re- 
habilitation of silver. As for me, my 
position is pretly well known, uud I hope 
to see the day when silver will be placed in 
the position which it occupied in 1792 to 
1878, During all those years there was no 
doubt cast upon its valno as a medium of 
exchange ; there was no clash between it 
and gold." 

Providence, B.I., Jan. 2.— President ]■:. 
Benjamin Andrews, of Brown University, 
arrived in l-'rovidenco to-night from the 
monetary eoufereiice. In an interview with 
a ilounial re])orter he cxpres.sed himself as 
pleasi d u i'li the I'-.-ult '^f Un; conference 
tlius far anil g.u r il aa iii ; caiivi.'-t ion that 
some practical result would be readied when 
the conference ri.'a.saemhles. 'The Aineriean 
delegates, he .'•aii!, were very cordially re- 
ceived and treated with much more defer- 
nice oven than they exjiected. Dr. Andreses 
said that if no oilier ijood risulti d the Uni- 
ted States might feel herself well rcjiaid by 
the understanding which banopo rt'ceiveil 
thai the United .Stales would not give up 
.gold and adopt a silver haiis. The feature' 
of the conference so far, he thought, hud 
been the interest Gre&t Ih itain had shown 
in sustaining the price of silver by interna- 
tional agreement.

He saiil 
to-day: " 1 don't believo that the Uniled 
Staves will ever annex Hawaii, in tho 
first place tho latter country would descend 
from a kingdom to a mere county of (?ali- 
fo-.^ni'i, or, at best, a tcrritorj , with a gov- 
ernor appointed by the I'resiilcnt. The 
people havo too much pride iu their royalty 
to consent to such a change. As for our- 
selves, we must remember that, under the 
fourteenth artiole of the constitution, ^ all 
persons under the jurisdiction of the United 
estates are citizens thereof. It is extremely 
doubtful, to my mind, whether wp want to 
add to our citizenship the population of tlio 
Hawaiian islands. We have trouble enough 
now in assimilating tho people who come 
into this country through seaport cities, 
without making unch a wholesale addition 
a!! t hi.s annexation would bring about. I 
think, too, that the constitution is a barrier 
to uiincxation." 

(."iiic'.iiai, ilari. "J. — If the statement of 
Conimodoro ,1. S. Shcrrott is correct, 
a conlliet between the (iovernment of 
this country and that of (ireal Brit- 
ain for the pos.session of the Ha- 
waiian islands is not out of tho range of 
possibilities. The Coniuiodore arrived at 
the Palmer house yesterd.iy, en route to 
San Francisco to take charge of tlio Mohi- 
can. Hesai.l; His probable thai the ves- 
sel will be ordereil to Honolulu shortly, 
(juiiig to llio discontent among the inhabi- 
tants of tho islands named. If a change in 
the present rule is to take place, there is ii 
s'.roiig niovenienl to place the islands under 
the government of the United Slates, while 
at the same time tlicre is '.i section which 
advocates British rule. Even if the major- 
ity expressed a desire for annexation to the 
United States, it ia likely that bhigland 
would enter a protest. Already, it ia re- 
ported, tho British agents are on tho ground 
endeavoring to thwart all ellorts tending to- 
wards an arrangement with America. Tlie 
importance of the islands to each country 
would naturally tend to strengthen tho de- 
termination of the Governments at Wash- 
in u'ton City and London not to yield their 
claim till the resources of diplomacy have 
been oxlmiisted.

"What Is to lie Her Future Destiiiiilion ■,'- 
Various Opluions Expressed by 
Americans. 

Taco.ma, Jan. 2. — \V. E. .Simpson, who 
has returned from a hiisineaa trip to tho 
Hawaiian islands, loo!;cil up every latest 
detail of tho jiroposed annexation of the 
i.slaiids to the United States. Hosi'ys:] 
am conlidiMit now thai il ia Iho settled 
policy of the Uniteii Stales not to annex 
the islands, unless tlicy heeonio involved 
and cannot take care of or provide sclf- 

fovernment. Tho whole policy of the 
fnited States is that it will simply protect 
the interests of the oitiKens of the IJnited 
States invested there. The entire kingdom 
is valued at $36,000,000, of which tho 
United States, in a oommeroial way, owns 
$20,000,000. Tho natives own less than 5 
per cent, of the value of tho kingdom. But 
It coats there $1,000,000 to govern 00,000. 
Tho islands would be of no use to tho 
United States, and so long as self-govern- 
ment is satisfactory and effeotaal, they will 
never be annexed to this country.' That is 
the policy at this time. Tho kingdom owes 
$.3,000,000. Before I left there the Alliance 
had gone to Samoa, and it was ibor.ndi i - 
alanding that tho Mohican would lake the 
jilace of the Boston. As for the report froir 
Chicago that ]'ait;lish auenta are over there 
endetivorin;; In thwart our purposes, there 
was only one bliiglishmau of that kind thore, 
and ho left before I did. 

"The I'jiLllish lua: llio argument tliat if 
I'eurl harbor is uiveii to the United States, 
then the natives would liu\o to humilitato 
themselves by having to ask of tho United 
Stfttea permission to enter the harbor. Ibis

•Old, this being the ciu-e, he did not w.ipl lo 
slanil in Ibii way of liie cyebuie of on-.lm-y 
\v-bieli was jiisl about to burst upon tliem. 
(k,-.uglUer.j He had enjoyed theMayei-'. 
speecii iiiid had la eu verv much inleie-e -i, 
and wuubi say that so l.nig a.s the .Mayor's 
hand was at llie lie-lni the ci'J/.eiis nci-il mil, 
be afraid. (Applause.) He remembered 
lliat tbo Mayor had taken great credit lo 
himself because tho revenue and the ex- 
penditure had just balanced, and ho u cmld 
le lcif it was the whole aim anil object to 
make revenue and expenditure bulancoV 
lie would again say that he was not a can- 
didate, ami it would not therefore do for

Ho thought the 
lieople had good reason to complain of their 
Htreeta for instance. 

A voice— \'i'jloria West. 
Aid. Hiiiittr— ^'<s, Victoria West and 
Victoria North and Victoria Centre. They 
are all alike bad. 1 defy anyone to look 
through our city and say that he thinks 
our atrtets are 'in a aati.staei 01 y eonilitiom 
Tho sum of S'-'.".,OliO, he said, had been 
borrowed to improve the streets. If lie 
were again a candidate he would say that 
good work had been done with the money, 
tor about election times things ii.uit la- 
hiildeii, bill not being a candidate he 
would, say that very lioor work had been done. 
In the lirat place, lliey had not got good 
material, and, in tho next place, wlial they 
had \vas not iiroperly applied. When lie 
saw material liud on the streets one day 
and :al;ed o!T the next, it reminded him 
of the old story :

This waa just the condition the atrects 
of Victoria were in, and it was one thing to 
be aahaiued of. (Applause.) 'I'he other thing 
to bo ashamed ol waa the electric lighting of 
the city. It was u hard thing to liud a 
light in the cityouadark night, (kuigiiici- ) 
There were two electric lighting companica 
in tlie ciiy. He would not speak of tho 
I'ramway company for he was a stock- 
holder of that, but theie were two 
oilier companies in the city tiua 
could do Ihe work, and he w.is salislied that 
if tenders were to bo called for to morrow ii 
would bo found that three times the candle- 
power and three times the 'light could be 
obtained for one-halt the money now 
being spent. (Applause.) He Impid 
tho next City Council would finish the 1, - 
era.

In coiichi.- ion, he 
would say as to the old Cuuiicil, t hat the 
people might do worse than re-olect Lhein, 
and he commended them all to the citi/>jns' 
tender care. (Applause and laughter. ) 

After numerous calls for some one, Aid. 
Hidcer spoke. Ho said that aa Aid. Huniei 
was going out of the Council this year, he 
didnotnund telling tho Street commil ti e 
how they ought to oonduot their business, 
but lie would ask that alderman to tell the 
committci! what WBS tlie best subslilute fi,r 
crusbod rook on the Streets, lie (.Al.l. 
I'.aker) hoped to eeo tho leading ihoroue.h- 
fares of the city properly paved. He 
agreed with -Major IJcaven in saying that 
I be tax on improvements should be 
minimized. He was nppesed to tho Local 
Improvement by bnv, believing as ho did 
lhal it was au iiijusliee la the residents of 
ihe older portions of liie city, many of 
\\-lioni had not a dollar sjient on thoir 
localities. He next touched upon 
the aewerago system, which lie 
condemned us imperfect ami un- 
satislaelory, claiming that the original 
intention was not to have a separate nys- 
tem. He, with others, had inspected ihn 
sewers recently, and fuuiiil irom -l lo 11', 
incliea ot v.-ater at, the uianboleH, .oal ai 
Vancouver street the sy.'teiu was almu>,l 
ehol-:ed. Thi.i was very iiii.sntisfac'.ory for 
a sytdem wilh which )ir,icl ieally no cnmiec- 
tioiH had as yet been ui ide. An eminent 
engineer, Mr, Uudolph Hering, had e.sli- 
mated that tho city could be sewered 
thoroughly for ?l.'i(),00(), but under the 
present separate system nioro than f?;!00,0(iil 
had been ex|)endtil, and nol a twenlielh 
part of tho city was sewered. Judging from 
the cost of tho Driard sewerage, it woul.l 
cost ten million dollars to make conncoliomi 
and sower the city. 

A "Voice — And Ddgoa employed. .(Laugh- 
ter.) 

The Alderman continued to denounce the 
syatom, and said that the oommisaionera 
and their engineers claimed it .to bo perfect. 

-Mr. Thos. Karlo, M.P.— I would ask you, 
in justice to t he engineer, to look at what 
he s lys in his report as to the settlement in 
View' Street. 

Aid. 11, liter — 1 have the ie|iort here, nml 
it windi up : "A very cueful examin.ilioii 
has been made of llie wholo work, which ia 



considered satiafactory ; but a slight settle, 
meut h'as taken place at tho 111 luliole iu 
■yiow blroet and;'\'^ancouver street." 

Mr. E-xrlo replied that tho syateni had 
beeu endorsed by one of tho most eminent 
engineers in tho country, and he was sur- 
prised to hear Aid. Haker set his opinion 
against that of such a man. 

Aid. Itaker retorted that if he had been 
in parliament as long as Mr. I'larle and got 
so little for the City of Victoria ho would 
bo ashamed of himself. (Laughter.) 

Tho speaker was called to order by the 
chairman, and 'retired asking those 
present to support him in his candidature. 

Aid. Htimber was loudly called for, and 
explained that, during iho year ho had dono 
his level best. in the interests, of the city. 
He thought the aldermen of the past year 
had done thoir duty and wore "business" 
men, despite what tho Citizens' committee, 
said. Ho believed that Victoria waa tho 
best I'lace for a working man, and — 

A voice — Where do you got your work- 
men from '.' 

-Amitber voice— From China. (Laughter 
and applause. ) 

Aid. Huu-.ber— Where do you come 
from '.' Wo were hero before you, and we 
can do without you now. (Hisses.) I don't

Aid. Hmnber— N'nii ilon'i, 1 know. 
(Laughter.) ,\lil. H limber wound up by 
a lying : " I'm going lo run au'aiii anyWay. 
If you want lo vole for me, all right; and 
if ', ou don't, do the other thing." 

-'.I I. llragg v.'as the next apeakei'. He 
,ie :ii -d .Md. Hunter of neglect ing lo ib, .t 
lair :,hiire of coimiiittee Wial--. diiiing the 
year. lie. next proceeded lo nutline a fev,- 
iniporlaut iniprovemcnlsi wbieb w ould next 
year be cfl'ecleil, ami el.'imed lor biiuself a 
lailhful disebarge i,f duty. The lire hall 
sy.uem he hoi.eil to see e.xli niled, the public 
market more liberally patroni/.ed. Hie Old 
Folks' Home made more coiiifortabli', the 
general sanitary condition of the city beiie- 
lited, ami the water system exteiideil. At 
considcr.'.ble Iceglh llie speaker ju.itilicil the 
votes given by iiiin during the year, and 
stopped at lust when the crowd drowned 
hia remarks with cries of " time." 

Mr. B. H. 'VN'est declined to speak until 
the aldermen had had, their talk. 

Aid, McKillican was received with ap- 
plause when ho took the platform. He 
came down to business at once, saying that 
ho did not wiah to waste any words, as 
tome of the speakers had done. Taking uji 
the sewerage question first, he drew atten- 
tion to the fact that tho system hud been 
adopted, and thia being the case, he waa in 
favor of giving it a fair teal before con- 
demning it. (.•\pi)!aiise.) What defects 
there were iu the work the Hanitary 
I'aiginecr^ had fairly pointed out iu his 
v.u'ious report.!. The work was, on the 
whole, fairly well done, .uid the exact rc- 
hiilts would be known when the conneclions 
were made. (Applause). He favored the 
extonsii'ii of the city w-iterwork'! an. I .if llie 
eleclrie light system. The latter, he said, w.is 
pour, probably wor!:e tlian iu ai,,\- oiaercity 
on the Coast. Tlu- elcjtrh; liidi't jili.ol wa's 
not what it should la', and he hoped the m- 
coming Council uoiild see thai during the 
neM year this would liu iinjiroved. He 
had been an aldijtman of the city for six 
years, and was again in the field for the 
('enlrc Ward, and hoped he would he 
returned and be given uu opportunity of 
serving the ratepayers. (Applause.) 

Aid. H. A. Munn, who spoke next, took 
up the (jucaiion of the cost of city govern- 
ment, which ho said was §9 or SIO per head 
in Victoria against an average of from 
S5 to $25.50 for all the cities in the 
United States, so that it would be seen that 
those who claimed that the cost of our oity 
government was exisesslve were mistaken. 
It must be remembered that the council had 
not always as much money at theirdisposul as 
they would like. At first there was $ 1 1 )! 1 , - 
000 to be taken out of tho revenue for deln, 
and about another $100,000 for schools and 
salaries. He had, as an alderman, dono the 
best he could in tho interests of the oity. 
There were many matters to he taken up 
ULXl year, including the extciipion of the 
tile service and Ihe completion of the 
seweriigii work, for he waa c nviueed 
that Victoria would come out ail rigid 
on the sewer.". 'I'lK re were no doubi some 
ilefeet-i, in f.oM tllll-:- must be some, bul the 
Win I; w as in the lauul-! uflin'e- e.aupelent 
conmii-e-ieiier.-i in \'.bii:n t'oe iJi-o()le hail ex- 
pre--ed tilei:- conliiieece, ami there w-aa no 
d lubl tiiese genllemen had done their duty.

Aid. Hall asked for votes to elect him for 
the next Council, whun he would promise to 
do better than he did during 1S92. 

Aid. Lovell said he was not a candidate, 
and would therefore not speak : but he still 
talked for half at) hour. Ho agreed with 
Aid. Hunter, that the $25,000 spent on the 
slrecls had no', been expended as wisely as 
it mii;ht liavo b.'cii in tho interestn of the 
l.ublie health. He agreed with AM. 
.McKillican tied a better [ilanl, was needed 
for Ihe eleclrie light works. The audience 
liiially pul an end to Aid.- Lovell'a 
spei eh by cent iiiucil and repeated yoUs of 
" time 1 " and " dry up 1 " 

I'.x-Mayor Craiit waa called upon> but 
lb dined to .spe.ik until members of tho 
aldermanic bmad had given an account of 
their atewanb hiji. 

Mr. Munrue .M iller announced himself as 
a candidate for the Korth ward, ami said he 
would, at a later time, give hia views to tlm 
electors. 

Mr. West was then called forward. Ho 
was in favor of single tax. If elected to 
tho council ho would refuse to employ alien 

labor in the exieiision of the sowers. He 
opposiid the l.iical Improvement by-law, 
w hich, he sidd, would' lead to complexity 
and not simplicity, and faiVOred tho eight- 
hour system ill city labor. He Would favor 
cult in-,; down some of tho salaries of the 
eily e.ni.iiabi r.nil reducing the Mayor's 
plijieiid to ,s|.liiiii ; the nioiiey thus saved tii 
be spent at i'J a day for men at street work. 

Hx-.Mayor ,)ohu (Jrant, when recalled, 
said he would not apeak at leiiglli, 
but he wanted to draw attention 
to an editorial in the Times wherein il w.is 
said that .Mayor Heaven had handled the 
(inanees oi the cily ably and had been able 
to evolve order out of clnios. " They might 
have gone further," ho said, "and amend- 
ed I hat to read in thia way, ' and haa been 
able lo clog tho whoela of progress and cast 
Hueh a stagnation over tho oity 
a;i has not been known for 
many -years.'" He announced that 
till re would be a meeting on Monday even- 
ing next at tho Victoria theatre, when ho 
would address tho elootors. , He would then 
show that in past years the money that had 
been expended, the over-erpendicure of 
which Mayor lioiiven had modu so mueli, 
had boon spout to benefit the property 
holder and tho mechanic and the working 
imui, ami djriiig tho jiast year Hie money 
spent hud not bucn used in that way. (Ap- 
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plause.) Ha was sorry to have to opposo 
ills old oollesguo Mayor Heaven, but, iu thia 
election, he was going to use hia influence 
for Mr. Dalby lor Mayor. (Konevved ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. E. A. Lewis, one of tho citiisens' 
candidates for North Ward, spoko briefly. 

He asked for a fair field and no favors, and 
then llie citizens' ticket would be electc-1. 
For Ilia own iiart, what was in the general 
interest of the cily was in his owai interests, 
and if elected, what energy and ability and 
iiilelligouce he had would be exerted in 
order that the pros))erity and supremacy of 
Victoria should be niainlaiiied. (.\]i;ila!i,~e. ) 

.^Ir. A. (1. MetlaniUeas, another Cinuli- 
daleof till! citizens' ticket, wa.s c.dleil up. 
He contented hiim elf v, illi asking for the 
support of Ihe ratep.iyers to plicc him on 
the alderiu.uiic board, \vben he would do 
his heal in the intere.'.li of the cily. Hia 
lurllier ide.ii on cily government he would 
xpres.i al a meeting later on, when he 
would have more lime. (.Vpplause.) 

.Mr. A. L. Helyea was the last speaker of 
the evening. lie said that those who 
spoke of what they would nol do, might he 
very estiaiable people in llieir way, but ho 
would sjje.dc ',\hen he had more time at his 
dispo.^al ef what ho would do when ho was 
elected. He would try to better the con- 
dition of the streets without imposing much 
more taxation ; would see that a more 
adequate water supply was secured, so tluit 
large portions of the city would not be at 
the mercy of a box of matches ; to make the 
market a source of usefulness and profit, in- 
stead of a mere pile of bricks ; to do Bomo- 
thing to improve the lighting department, 
to do something with the Indian 
reservation, and if be could not get it for the 
city would m«ke it uncomfortable for some 
person. - He would try to do something for 
the redistribution of wards. Victoria West 
should bfl a ward in itself, thero should bo 
another for the eastern selotion of the city, 
and the others niiglil remain as at present. 
He hoped wilhiii a few days to meet the 
electors again and would then tell them at 
Icpglh what bis policy was. (.\pplaU3e.)
